revealed in the pamphlet of the Fifteenth-Annual Old Home 
Week Association of the State of New Hampshire recently 
published. New Hampshire originated the custom in 1899 at 
the instance of Gov. Frank W. Rollins. Since then it has 
spread not only over New England but to other parts of the 
country .-and even into some foreign lands. The growth of 
New Hampshire has been consistent. Its people have realized 
ihe value of 'the Old Home Week from a commercial point of 
view entirely apart from the sentimental, though the latter is, 
of course, Ihe,actuating motive in bringing the men of the 
Granite State back to" their native hills. 
New Hampshire's 


Old Home Week has. been set apart by act of Legislature as 
the week beginning the third Saturday in August, and a defi- 
nite amount lias been approprialccT.by. the state to further its 
observance. 
During the last" summer's reunion over sixty 


cities and towns held local celebrations and there were over 
forty' family associatiojv..,rcunions. ' Enthusiasm and good 
cheer were;universal. There was nothing of the pumped-up 
and artificial enthusiasm (hat is apt lo prevail even at college 
reunions.' The Old Home Week .movement has come.lo.slay. 
It has assumed a definite'function in the life of Ihe New Hamp- 
shire community."

Thus, il can be 
plainly seen thai Ihe idea did not originate wiHi Governor 
Rollins.
